Jury selection begins in Simpson robbery-kidnapping trial

LAS VEGAS Jury selection for O.J. Simpson’s 
robbery-kidnap trial began Monday with 
the judge trying to head off any influence 
from the former football star’s 1995 
acquittal on double-murder charges. 

Outside the presence of prospective 
jurors, Judge Jackie Glass rejected defense 
attorney Yale Galanter’s request to ask if 
they thought Simpson was a murderer, 
and when the panel was brought in for 
questioning she sternly lectured the 
group. 

“If you are here thinking you are going 
to punish Mr. Simpson for what happened 
in Los Angeles in 1995, this is not the case 
for you,” she said. 

“If you’re looking to become famous 
because of your service in this case, write 
a book, then this is not the case for you.” 

Simpson and co-defendant Clarence 
“C.J.” Stewart are accused of robbing two 
sports collectibles dealers at a Las Vegas 
hotel last year. 

In the L.A. case, Simpson was found

not guilty of murdering his ex-wife, Nicole 
Brown Simpson, and her friend Ronald 
Goldman. Simpson later was found civilly 
liable for their deaths. 

‘A significant issue is if you disagreed with 
that verdict in the criminal case, can you 
put aside your feelings about that verdict?” 
Glass asked the prospective jurors. 

During initial questioning, two 
prospects said they could not put aside 
what they knew about the case and were 
dismissed. 

A dozen others were dismissed from 
service in the projected five-week trial 


because of hardship. They included 
students who had just begun new semesters 
and a man starting a new job. 

When the 12-member panel and six 
alternates are seated, the prosecution 
will tell them that Simpson and Stewart 
walked into a Las Vegas casino hotel room 
on Sept. 13, 2007, with four other men and 
robbed two sports collectibles peddlers at 
gunpoint of items that Simpson said had 
been stolen from him. 

Simpson, 61, now living in Miami, 
maintains he didn’t ask anyone to bring 
guns and that he didn’t know anyone in 
the room was armed. 

He and Stewart have each pleaded 
not guilty 12 charges, including felony 
kidnapping, armed robbery, conspiracy, 
burglary, coercion and assault with a deadly 
weapon. 

The stakes are high— a robbery 
conviction would mean mandatory prison 
time, and a kidnapping conviction carries 
the possibility of life in prison with the 
possibility of parole.

Recent CTA moves: touchdown or fumble? 


“Going Public” is bearing down for football season, which for Da 
Bears literally kicked off Sunday with an official faceoff against the 
Indianapolis Colts. In the spirit of the season, I decided to have 
some football-esque fun with recent CTA developments. Here is 
some armchair analysis of two public transit plays, plus calls on 
whether they are good (touchdown) or bad (fumble) mass transit 
moves. 

THE PLAY: Verizon in the subway 

By now, we’ve unintentionally memorized the tag line of the 
ubiquitous Verizon Wireless commercial: “Can you hear me now?” 
The answer used to be a resounding “no” for Verizon customers 
traveling CTA subways. Well, just a week ago, the CTA announced 
the beginning of a io-year deal with Verizon that enables that cell 
provider’s customers to use their phones underground. What does 
the CTA gain from allowing more cell yell? Approximately $28,000 
per month in leasing fees. 

Armchair Analysis: With trains and buses already teeming with 
loud, obnoxious cell users, it’ll be sad to lose the subway as a semi- 
sanctuary. Two years ago, U.S. Cellular first shattered the silence by 
signing a 10 -year, nearly $3 million contract to provide service in the 
CTA subway 

The Call: Touchdown. This latest deal, plus the U.S. Cellular setup, 
adds a little more moola to the CTA’s coffers. It also is a welcome 
way to start recouping on an investment by the transit agency, which 
spent $11.2 million building an infrastructure that primarily enhanc- 
es communication with emergency providers in the subway and also 
enables wireless service for subway users. 

THE PLAY: Seatless on the CTA? 

For some, the CTA already seems seatless, particularly if you 
board with the hordes during rush hour. The transit agency decided 
to formalize the process of riding sans seat as part of an experiment 
that could begin this month, according to what the CTA told the 
Tribune in July Transit agency spokeswoman Wanda Taylor would 
not give GP the “E’ lowdown, but said an announcement would be 
made “shortly” Brown Line riders would possibly be the public tran- 
sit pioneers with the option of boarding up to two standing-room- 
only cars on 8 -car trains during peak travel times, the Trib reported 

Armchair Analysis: This idea could squeeze 25 to 50 more riders 
into a car, according to the Tribune, and that’s quite possibly a good 
thing for those of us who have been left behind by trains filled to 
the gills. Plus, this is as an experiment, though I’m a bit wary as the 
Pink Line was painted with a similar brush and seems to be sticking 
around despite disappointing some riders. 

The Call: Fumble. The idea of riders being loaded onto a cattle car 
with no seats or aisle space just doesn’t sit well with me. Here’s hop- 
ing Brown Line capacity expansion and the accompanying longer 
trains will help the CTA transport more riders without snatching 
the seats out of cars.

Another CTA dilemma 


Free rides for seniors, 
high gas prices give CTA 
funding problems— again

A fare hike by the CTA is looking more likely 
next year as the transit agency hit hard by free 
rides for senior citizens and rising gas costs, 
announced $40 million in internal cuts to bal- 
ance this year’s budget. 

‘A fare increase has to be on the table” in 2009, 
CTA chairman Carole Brown said Monday 

The free rides for nearly 100,000 senior 
citizens and others each day will cost the CTA 
at least $30 million this year and double that 
amount next year, according to projections based 
on soaring increases in non-paying riders. 

The cuts unveiled Monday will eliminate 80 
administrative jobs. In other cost-cutting mea- 
sures, the CTA plans to reduce employee over- 
time pay, postpone all non-critical spending and 
trim bus maintenance costs, said CTA President 
Ron Huberman. 

A decision on hiking fares will be made after 
next Monday when the Regional Transportation 
Authority sets the CTA’s funding levels for 2009, 
Huberman said. 


No help from G-Rod 

Gov. Blagojevich vetoed more than $16 million 
in reduced-fare subsidies this year for the 
CTA in order to reduce the state budget 
deficit. The funding, which existed before the 
free-rides program, was intended to partially 
reimburse the transit agency for revenue lost 
through reduced fares for senior citizens and 
disabled riders. 

The losses will double to $32 million for 
the CTA in 2009 unless the state subsidy is 
reinstated, officials said. 

s 

Further straining the CTA’s bottom line, the 
RTA already has warned about lower-than- 
expected revenue from a state sales tax increase 
that the legislature approved in January for 
Chicago-area transit. 

Huberman said cutting service next year would 
be “very unlikely,” pointing to the need to accom- 
modate a healthy growth in rider ship. 

But the burgeoning number of free rides, cou- 
pled with high fuel prices and the loss of state 
reduced-fare subsidies that Gov Blagojevich 
vetoed, are expected to prompt more severe cost- 
cutting in 2009, Huberman said. 

The CTA provided almost 92,000 free rides 


each day in August to senior citizens, the highest 
total since Blagojevich mandated the change effec- 
tive March 17. Previously, seniors paid reduced 
fares and took about 63,000 rides per day 

Also, active military personnel and disabled 
veterans are taking about 2,500 free rides a day 
on the CTA due to action by the City Council. 

Furthermore, an executive order recently 
signed by Blagojevich extended the free rides to 
low-income disabled people. That could result in 
another 8 million free rides each year, the CTA 
said. 

All the free rides and lost state subsidies total 
more than $30 million in lost revenue to the tran- 
sit agency this year, Huberman said. The revenue 
loss is expected to grow to $66 million next year, 
he said. 

The number of people taking advantage of the 
free-rides offer is expected to continue increas- 
ing as more people apply for an RTA free-rides 
card that passengers must present when board- 
ing buses or trains. 

The 80 CTA administrative positions that will 
be eliminated by the end of the year, saving $4.9 
million, come on top of about 140 administra- 
tive jobs cut earlier. The CTA has about 1,000 
administrative employees on its work force of 
about 11,000.

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Researchers 
for institute 
say 16 is too 
young to drive

It’s a question that could reverberate across 
the country, wherever a new teen driver is 
turning a key in an ignition. 

Is 16 the right age to get a driver’s license? 

Researchers for the Insurance Institute for 
Highway Safety say the answer is no, and they 
point to statistics to back up the position that 
raising the driving 
age makes sense and 
would save lives. 

The insur- 

ance institute has 
pressed the ques- 
tion for years. At 
this week’s annual 
meeting of the 
Governors Highway 
Safety Association 
in Scottsdale, Ariz., 

Institute President 
Adrian Lund is 
going to push it 
further. Although 
Lund doesn’t expect 
to lobby state leg- 
islatures, he said 
Monday he will 
advocate for a higher minimum driving age 
in his speech Tuesday 

The institute’s 17-page report collects 
research on the minimum driving age from 
the United States and countries that have 
higher licensing ages. 

The research shows states are making prog- 
ress in reducing the No. 1 killer of teens — 
motor vehicle crashes — through graduated 
driver licensing. 

The laws ease restrictions on teen drivers 
as they gain experience and keep a clean driv- 
ing record. 

In recent years Illinois has enacted teen 
driving reforms, many of them after the 
Tribune’s “Teens at the Wheel” series in 
2006 examined ways that fatalities might be 
reduced. 

The state reforms included doubling the 
number of adult-supervised hours required 
behind the wheel to get a driver’s license and 
tripling the length of time a new teen driver 
must possess a learner’s permit. Some credit 
those changes for significant declines in teen 
driving deaths in the first seven months of 
this year.

School safety patrol 

Plans to curb violence announced after 2 teens killed since start of school

Faced with the first two killings of Chicago 
Public Schools students this academic year, 
officials from the district and the city’s 
Police Department on Monday unveiled 
beefed-up safety initiatives designed to 
help reduce the number of students injured 
or killed in street violence. 

Chicago Public Schools Chief Arne 
Duncan was joined by Chicago Police Supt. 
Jody Weis at Dyett High School on the city’s 
South Side, where both men said the initia- 
tives are needed to help tamp down violence 
that killed 12 city students during the sum- 
mer. Over the weekend, two 17-year-olds 
were the first two students from the district 
killed since school started Sept. 2. During 
the 2007-08 academic year, 26 city students 
were killed, 23 of them by gunfire. 

The schools are Dyett, Douglass, Gage 
Park, Harper, Sullivan, Crane, Phillips, 
Richards, Hirsch and Fenger High Schools. 
The schools were chosen for a variety of 
reasons, including geography Some schools 
were chosen because of past problems. 
Police said that a student from any school 
in the city may text a tip to the police. 

“The bottom line is that students know 


PLAN SPECIFICS 

The measures include: 

» Having the police more aggressively 
enforce the city’s curfew. Curfew hours 
from 10 p.m. to 6 a.m. weekdays and from 
11 p.m. to 6 a.m. on weekends apply to 
those younger than 17.

» Beefing up patrols near CTA bus and train 
transfer spots.

Jody Weis called on students to message 
anonymous tips from their cell phones to 
CRIMES (274637) and begin the message 
with the letters “CPD.” Officials are offering 
$1,000 for tips leading to arrests. 


who the bullies and gangbangers are; we 
want to know that too,” Weis said. “In 
recent weeks, unspeakable tragedies that 
have claimed the lives of innocent victims 
have outraged all of us as educators and law 


enforcement. We must do what we can to 
prevent violence against our children.” 

This year, the Chicago Public Schools 
increased the number of surveillance cam- 
eras, Duncan said. Currently, there are 333 
schools with camera systems, with most of 
them in the process of being linked to police 
headquarters and the Office of Emergency 
Management and Control. 

The announcement came after the first 
two students of the 2008-09 school year 
were killed. 

Ordero Hillard of the 5200 block of 
South Marshfield Avenue was pronounced 
dead at 12:30 a.m. Sunday at the scene in 
the 7100 block of South Paulina Street, 
police said. Hillard, a 9th grader at Las 
Casas Occupational High School, had been 
in a quarrel with a man who shot him and 
fled, witnesses told police. 

Corey Hatter, a 10 th grader at Marshall 
High School, was shot at 6:45 p.m. Friday in 
the 1500 block of West 69 th Street. A juve- 
nile has been charged with his murder. 

“It’s still a challenge in the communi- 
ties. All of us have to continue to work 
together so our children can be safe,” 
Duncan said. 
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Boot vote delayed 

Aldermen delayed a committee vote 
Monday on Mayor Daley’s controversial 
plan to boot vehicles with just two 
delinquent parking tickets, according to 
the Tribune’s “Clout Street” blog. Currently, 
three unpaid tickets trigger the boot. The 
City Council’s Finance Committee put off 
consideration of the change at the request 
of the Daley administration, said the 
committee’s chairman, Aid. Edward Burke 
(14th). Burke said he did not know why the 
administration did not want his committee 
to vote on the plan Monday. 

Assaults and rape drug linked? 

Tinley Park police are investigating 
whether two sexual assaults involving a 
date-rape drug are connected, officials 
said Monday. A 26-year-old woman told 
police last week that she was sexually 
assaulted after leaving a bar Aug. 23, 
officials said. Another woman 
reported being sexually assaulted 
Aug. 28, and both women believe they 
were given a date-rape drug, police said. 
Police urged people to keep an eye on 
their drinks and not to accept drinks from 
strangers. 

Arson suspected in South Side fire 

An apparent arson fire heavily damaged 
three South Side buildings early Monday 
but no one was hurt, fire officials said. The 
fire broke out in a boarded-up two-story 
brick building in the 9300 block of South 
Cottage Grove Avenue and spread to two 
buildings to the south, said Fire Cmdr. Will 
Knight. Arson investigators were called 
in because the original fire appeared to 
have started in three separate areas of the 
vacant building, Knight said. 

Chicago man killed in vehicle crash 

A Chicago man was killed and a second 
man was critically injured in a one- 
vehicle crash early Monday on the 
Southwest Side at 55th Street and South 
Kedzie Avenue, authorities said. The driver 
of the car lost control, struck a curb and 
then a tree before slamming into a light 
pole, said Police Officer Amina Greer. Killed 
was Leopoldo Gonzalez, 28, of the 6500 
block of South Kostner Avenue, officials 
said.

McCain to net $4 million at fundraiser 


Republican presidential contender John McCain’s visit to Chicago Monday may have 
lasted only a couple of hours, but it apparently will be time well spent. 

According to the Tribune’s “Clout Street” blog, local organizers of McCain’s fundraising 
event at a downtown hotel said they expect to net a minimum of $4 million for the 
campaign. Event fees range from $1,000 for the general reception, $5,000 for a smaller 
reception and photo with the candidate and a $25,000 intimate dinner. 

The event is described by local McCain supporters as one of a handful of regional 
big-bucks fundraisers for the Republican contender. 

State Rep. Jim Durkin of Westchester, who is heading up McCain’s effort in 
Democratic rival Sen. Barack Obama’s home state of Illinois, said ticket sales have 
surged since Alaska Gov. Sarah Palin was named the GOP running mate just over 
a week ago as well as her address to delegates at last week’s Republican National 
Convention in St. Paul. Palin was not scheduled to attend the fundraiser with McCain. 


Internet- 
fueled panic 
sinks stock 

A nearly six-year-old article circulating on 
the Internet as breaking news about United 
Airlines caused a brief 75 percent drop in 
the airline’s stock Monday highlighting 
a potential peril about how information 
travels in the modern world. 

The steep sell-off in United’s shares came 
after a news service in Florida distributed 
an old story posted on the South Florida 
Sun-Sentinel Web site six years ago. 

The story was distributed by Income 
Securities Advisors to a market information 
site operated by Bloomberg. Monday’s re- 
circulated story gave the appearance that 
United had filed for bankruptcy protection 
again. 

In fact, the story was originally published 
Dec. 10, 2002 by the Chicago Tribune, 
marking the airline’s decision at that time 
to seek protection from creditors. Both 
the Chicago Tribune and Sun- Sentinel are 
owned by Tribune Co. 

For a brief time Monday investors pan- 
icked over the notion that Chicago-based 
United had again filed for Chapter n 
bankruptcy Moments after a headline for 
the story hit Bloomberg, one of the most 
closely watched financial news sites, shares 
in United stock fell from about $12 a share 
to a low of $3, prompting a halt in trading 
of United stock. 

Trading resumed roughly an hour later, 
after United issued a statement calling the 
report “completely untrue.” United “con- 
tinues to execute its previously announced 
business plan to successfully navigate 
through an environment marked by vola- 
tile fuel prices and continues to have strong 
liquidity,” the statement said. The company 
said it is launching an investigation. 

The events unfolding at light speed 
showed how quickly information— and con- 
fusion— can spread on the Internet. And to 
some experts, the episode highlights the 
dangers posed by a lack of standards and 
attention to detail in the Internet age. 

“This is a big warning call about the 
importance of quality control in the digital 
era,” said Robert Steele, a media ethicist at 
DePauw University

Got a fat gene? 
Just be active 
for 4 hours a day

Maybe you CAN blame being fat on your genes. 
But there’s a way to overcome that family his- 
tory-just get three to four hours of moderate 
activity a day 

Sound pretty daunting? 

Not for the Amish of Lancaster County Pa., 
who were the focus of a new study on a common 
genetic variation that makes people more likely 
to gain weight. It turns out the variant’s effects 
can be blocked with physical activity— lots of 
it. 

Scientists believe about 30 percent of white 
people of European ancestry have this variant, 
including the Amish, and that may partly explain 
why so many people are overweight. 

But fighting that fat factor may be easier in 
the Amish community’s 19th century rural life- 
style. They don’t use cars or modern appliances. 
Many of the men are farmers and carpenters, 
and the women, who are homemakers, often 
care for several children. 

The researchers found that Amish people 
with the genetic variant were no more likely to 
be overweight than those who had the regular 
version of the gene— as long as they got three to 
four hours of moderate activity every day That 


included things like brisk walking, house- 
cleaning and gardening. 

And while physical activity is recom- 
mended for just about everyone, the study 
suggests that people with the gene varia- 
tion need to be especially vigilant about 
getting exercise. 

“These findings emphasize the impor- 
tant role of physical activity in public health 
efforts to combat obesity, particularly in 
genetically susceptible people,” the authors 
wrote in Monday’s Archives of Internal 
Medicine. 

Study co-author Dr. Soren Snitker of 
the University of Maryland acknowledged 
that it’s unrealistic to expect most people to 
shun modern conveniences and return to a 
19th century lifestyle for the sake of staying 
trim. 

But he said every little bit helps, and that 
adding an extra few hours of activity daily 
might not be as hard as it seems. 

Instead of watching TV for a few hours 
at night, take a brisk walk, he suggested. 

Or take the stairs instead of elevators, 
walk instead of drive, or take up a struc- 
tured exercise such as swimming. 


MSNBC shakes up its prime-time anchors for elections

Bush challenges country to volunteer 


WASHINGTON President Bush chal- 
lenged the nation Monday to rekindle 
the volunteer spirit it had after the worst 
terrorist attacks in U.S. history, when people 
rushed to help others however they could. 

“The truth of the matter is, the farther 
we’ve gotten away from 9/11, that memory 
has begun to fade,” Bush told an audience of 
volunteers on the South Lawn. 

‘And some are saying, ‘Well maybe I don’t 
need to volunteer. Maybe the crisis has 
passed.’ The aftermath of 9/1 1 isn’t nearly 


as intense as it was,” Bush said. “My call to 
people is, there’s always a need. You should 
be volunteering not because of 9/11; you 
should be volunteering because our country 
needs you.” 

Bush spent most of his comments praising 
the strength of volunteerism around the 
country But his call to service, coming 
on the week of the seventh anniversary of 
the Sept. 11 terrorist attacks, underscored 
worries that volunteering can tend to drop 
off after big tragedies. 


BUSH’S WISH 

The White House event also gave Bush 
a platform to tout what aides say is a 
little-known part of his legacy. In 2002, 
Bush created USA Freedom Corps, a 
program that helps connect people to 
volunteer opportunities. It also helps 
bolster the many national service 
programs that existed before he took 
office. Since then, the White House 
says, the number of volunteers has 
jumped by more than 1 million people.

The 2007 NFL Most Valuable Player will miss the entire 08 season with 
a left knee injury that needs surgery, the team said Monday. That leaves 
the Patriots without one of the game’s great quarterbacks and severely 
damages their hopes of a return trip to the Super Bowl. 

Coach Bill Belichick would not say what the injury is, but the play, 

Tom Brady’s reaction and the prognosis all point toward a torn anterior 
cruciate ligament. 

“As a team we all just have to do our jobs. That really doesn’t 
change,” Belichick said Monday, a day after Brady’s knee collapsed 
under him when he was hit by Chiefs safety Bernard Pollard in a 17-10 
victory over Kansas City. “He played one position, he played it very well. 
We have somebody else playing that position now.” 

Matt Cassel, who guided New England to its 20th consecutive 
regular-season victory after Brady was hurt, will start Sunday against 
the New York Jets. “I’m not trying to be Tom Brady. I’m just trying to 
be Matt Cassel,” he said when subbing for Brady on his regular weekly 
radio show. “I don’t know where that’s going to take us.”

Armstrong back pedaling? 


Lance Armstrong’s reported comeback 
won’t take place with the Astana cycling 
team. 

“He is no part of our team,” Astana team 
press officer Philippe Maertens told The 
Associated Press in an e-mail. “Team Astana 
has no plans with him.” 

The cycling journal VeloNews, citing 
anonymous sources, reported on its Web 
site Monday that the 36 -year-old seven- time 
Tour de France champ would compete in the 
Tour and four other road races with Astana 
in 2009. 

But Astana team director Johan Bruyneel, 
who was with Armstrong for all seven Tour 
wins from 1999-2005, told cyclingnews.com 
that he was unaware of any Armstrong come- 
back. 

“I don’t know where the rumors come 
from,” the Web site quoted him as saying. 

Maertens said rumors that Armstrong 
might come out of retirement had been cir- 
culating for a few weeks. 

“I cannot tell you more,” Maertens said in 
the e-mail. “Tou better ask him.” 

Armstrong did not immediately respond 
to a text message or voice mails left by the 
AP Armstrong’s manager Mark Higgins and 
Bruyneel also did not respond to voice mails 
left by the AP. 

George Hincapie, a longtime Armstrong 
teammate, would not comment Monday 
afternoon following the first stage of the Tour 
of Missouri. 

The U.S. Anti-Doping Agency confirmed 
Armstrong is part of its out-of-competition 
testing pool and would be eligible for elite 
competition on Feb. 1, 2009. The Amgen 
Tour of California begins Feb. 14. 

USA Cycling said Armstrong has not 
applied for an international cycling license, 
but chief operating officer Sean Petty said 
Armstrong typically did not request such a 
license until January or February

Metallica returns to 
classic form on new CD

III Believe it or not, 
### Metallica is very 
far from dead. 

Chipping its teeth on the 
punishing thrash it helped 
give birth to, Metallica regresses in the best way on 
the highly anticipated “Death Magnetic.” 

Following 2003’s painfully weak “St. Anger” and a 
self-obsessed documentary (“Some Kind of Monster”) 
which alienated longtime fans, James Hetfield, Lars 
Ulrich and Co. are more metal here than the/ve been 
since 1988’s ‘And Justice For All.” 

Rick Rubin, who revitalized several veteran acts, 
from Neil Diamond to Johnny Cash to the Dixie 
Chicks, has stepped in and breathed new life into the 
band. Is “Death Magnetic” on par with Metallica’s 
classics? No, but this is as close as they’ll ever come to 
the epic songs they once churned out with ease. 

Disc opener “That Was Just Your Life” kicks off 
softly with shades of “(Welcome Home) Sanitarium” 
before exploding with a trademark Hetfield stac- 
cato riff. 

From there the thrash and complex arrangements 
just keep coming in waves. 

After keeping Kirk Hammett’s lead guitar on 
the shelf for “St. Anger” (how could they NOT use 
him?) his shredding, dynamic solos remain other- 
worldly And then there’s Ulrich, whose drums are 
once again thunderous, and Robert Trujillo’s bomb- 
ing bass holds it all together. 

The lyrical scope attempts a backward leap to 
Hetfield’s cryptic 1980s approach, but it meanders 
a bit and doesn’t contain one truly soaring moment.

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Jackson back on 
the small screen

It’s been five years since “Dawson’s Creek” 
dried up, and Joshua Jackson hasn’t looked 
back. 

“TV is exhausting,” Jackson told reporters 
during a recent conference call. “It takes a 
little while to recover.” 

The 30 -year-old, who played Pacey Witter 
on “Creek,” apparently has rebounded. He 
returns to series TV in “Fringe,” J.J. Abrams’ 
new thriller debuting at 7 p.m. Tuesday on 
Fox. 

Jackson plays Peter Bishop, the son of 
brilliant but nutty scientist Walter Bishop 
(John Noble). The Bishops team with FBI 
agent Olivia Dunham (AnnaTorv) to inves- 
tigate odd phenomena that may be the work 
of scientists at shady corporate powerhouse 
Massive Dynamics. 

“It was this project specifically that drew 
me back to TV, ’’Jackson said. “Frankly, first 
it was the quality of the script ... and the fact 
that even while it was a totally satisfying 
story unto itself, you can see that it was laid 
in there, the potential for a whole world, a 
whole universe of other stories.” 

Jackson has concentrated mostly on film 
work since “Creek” ended in 2003. He’s 
happy to be back to the weekly series grind, 
especially considering Abrams’ involvement.

J.J. Abrams’ ‘Fringe’ 
offers complexity 
without commitment

If you’ve ever been baffled by a TV show that J.J. 
Abrams had a hand in creating— too confused 
to follow the serpentine plot twists of “Lost” 
or ‘Alias” or, heck, even “Felicity”— know that 
Abrams has been annoyed too. 

With you. 

“I just got tired of hearing people 
say to me, over and over, ‘T&ah, I 
was watching it, but I missed one, 

I got really confused, and I stopped 
watching it,’” he said in a recent 
phone interview. 

If viewers find this kind of show 
frustrating, it’s Abrams’ own fault: 

He practically invented it. Over the 
past decade, the 42 -year-old writer, 
producer and director has helped 
pioneer a storytelling style that 
demands total commitment from 
audience members. 

It is a strategy that has built cult 
followings for Abrams’ series and 
won him praise for his braininess. 

Yet even he recognizes that when 
it comes to recruiting new viewers, it’s about 
as effective as proposing to go steady on a first 
date. 

“If you start going out with someone and 
immediately they’re like, ‘Look, we have to see 
each other every week,’ you run from that per- 
son,” Abrams said. “It’s like, ‘Can’t we just see 
how it goes?”’ 

Abrams is especially mindful of the TV-series- 
as-relationship metaphor as his latest endeavor, 


“Fringe,” is set to premiere at 7 p.m. Tuesday 
on Fox. “Fringe” is an hourlong drama about an 
investigative team whose explorations lead to a 
shadowy world of science fiction and potentially 
evil corporations. 

It is also Abrams’ attempt to rectify the narra- 
tive— and viewer attention span— problems he 
faced on previous shows and to synthesize the 
many lessons he has learned from them into a 
series that is both complex and accessible, and 
that is capable of arriving at a determined con- 
clusion over an undecided number 
of episodes. 

In 2007 he was preparing to 
direct the new “Star Trek,” but he 
also owed a TV series to Warner 
Brothers, the studio that produces 
“Fringe,” and he turned to “Trek” 
screenwriters Alex Kurtzman 
and Roberto Orci for help. They 
traded ideas about beloved fan- 
tasy films and TV series, but also 
looked carefully at procedural 
crime dramas dominating the 
networks. 

“When six of the Top 10 shows 
are ‘Law & Order’ and ‘C.S.I.,’ ” 
Orci said, “you have to be a fool 
not to go study what it is that 
they’re doing.” 

Cross-pollinating these genres, 
they came up with three characters— a neophyte 
FBI agent (Anna Tory), a brilliant but mad sci- 
entist (John Noble) and his wayward son (Joshua 
Jackson) — who solve a mystery each week. 

As the “Fringe” creators further developed 
the show, they decided it should have an over- 
arching narrative— that its many paranormal 
phenomena and mysteries would turn out be 
part of a larger pattern— to tie its individual 
episodes together.

Many college students see the diploma that awaits them as 
their ticket to success. For Scottie, a perennial undergrad 
who’s having too much fun to be concerned with success, that 
diploma would be more like his eviction notice. 

Scottie is the happy-go-lucky hero of “Somebodies,” a new 
comedy series premiering at 9:30 p.m. Tuesday on BET. It’s 
billed as the first scripted series in BET’s 28 -year history 

With mostly black characters, it has a funny, fresh angle on 
student life that should ring true for anyone who ever faced 
adulthood with let’s-don’t-be-too-hasty misgivings. 

This is Scottie’s brand of aversion. He’s a party-going, 
churchgoing, easygoing guy whose unhurried journey of self- 
discovery is informed by kooky people with conflicting advice 
on the route he should take. They include his saucy ex-girl- 
friend and his four razzing housemates (“I got sperm that’s 
gonna finish college before you do!”). 

There’s a fire-and-brimstone preacher, various eccentric fam- 
ily members, and new acquaintances such as Epitome, the out- 
spoken founder of a campus black pride group whose acronym, 
B.O.N.C.E.R.S., is pronounced “bonkers” (“There ain’t nothing 
more insane than a black man with a plan,” Epitome cackles.). 

When Scottie drops by his college counselor’s office hoping 
to change his major again, she rips into him for never finishing 
anything he starts. Her warning for where this could lead esca- 
lates into a rant that smacks of an updated “Ta Got Trouble” 


from “The Music Man”: 

“Government assistance! Welfare! Rims that cost more 
than the car! Thirty-three-year-old grandparents! Sneaking 
chicken into the movie theater! Red Kool-Aid stains around 
the baby’s mouth!” 

Scottie’s reaction? A mix of bemusement and sheepish 
acknowledgment that there’s some truth in what she says. 

One other thing sets “Somebodies” apart: Hadjii, the 
mono-monikered whiz who created it, wrote all 10 half- 
hours, directed several, serves as an executive producer, stars 
as Scottie— and did it all not in Hollywood or NewTork, but 
in cozy Athens, Ga., where he attended the University of 
Georgia, then, after graduation, made his home. 

He also made Athens the home for “Somebodies,” which 
was filmed there this summer. 

‘All I ever wanted to do was write,” said Hadjii, explaining 
that filmmaking and acting “kind of happened like a natural 
progression.” 

Now he wonders if a natural progression will draw a white 
audience and other crossover viewers to sample his new series. 
Even luring older blacks could be a challenge, he said with a 
laugh. “They don’t really fancy BET much. They just look at it 
as the boogie-woogie channel. 

“But I think it’s a channel that SHOULD be discovered,” 
he said, “and it would be nice to play a part in that. It’s my own 
little way of trying.”

Eat around world 
for fewer calories

Chances are when you ask the initial question 
about dining out it’s probably, “What do you 
feel like eating tonight?” And according to the 
National Restaurant Association the answer 
is commonly one of the big three— Asian, 
Mexican or Italian. 

There is a terrific trend nationwide to cre- 


ate more authentic internationally inspired 
dishes, and happily the/ re often much lighter 
and healthier than the Americanized versions. 
One delicious case in point: Asian lettuce or 
cabbage leaf wraps instead of deep-fried egg 
rolls. 

Here’s a tasty travel guide to navigating 
three of the most popular world cuisines. 



ASIAN 

» Start off with soup such as hot and sour 
or miso soup (left) to curb your appetite. 

» Enjoy the green tea. Research links it 
to appetite control. 

» Use chopsticks. It’ll slow you down. 

» Ask that your dish be stir-fried using less oil. 

» Ask that food be steamed. Instead of fried 
pot stickers order steamed dumplings. Get 
steamed vegetables. 

» Forgo fried rice. Choose steamed 
brown rice. 

» Limit how much sauce you use, since sauces 
are usually high in sodium. 


MEXICAN 

» Start off with gazpacho (left) or black bean 
soup (watch the sour cream garnish). 

» Watch out for mindless tortilla chip eating. 

» Go for big flavors from salsa, picante sauce, 
pico de gallo and salsa verde. All are made 
with little or no fat. 

» Ask that cheese and sour cream be left off 
or served on the side and add a touch 
for flavor. 

» Choose pinto beans or black beans 
instead of refried beans (1 cup contains 
500 calories!). 

» Tortilla tip: Corn tortillas contain 40 fewer 
calories than flour tortillas. Also, fajitas 
with grilled beef, chicken or shrimp are a 
good choice because you can control how 
much cheese or sour cream you put on 
each tortilla. 


ITALIAN 

» Start off with minestrone soup, an Italian 
vegetable soup classic. 

» Avoid pastas stuffed with cheese. 

Enjoy flavors of freshly grated parmesan 
sprinkled on top. 

» Be sauce-savvy. Alfredo sauce is made 
with butter, heavy cream and parmesan 
cheese. Marinara and pomodoro tomato- 
based sauces are much lower in calories. 

» Avoid an oil spill. Yes, olive oil is heart- 
healthy. But it’s still all fat. Beware the dish 
of olive oil for dipping your bread. 

» Pass on eggplant parmigiana-battered, 
fried and topped with cheese.
